The Road and Bridge committee of 
Lake county accompanied by Chairman 
Bairstow appeared before the state 
highway coramiBBion at Chicago Mon- 
day an'tl made a formol request in behalf 
af Lake county for seven federal trucks 
for use in- various tctwnshipfl of the 
county, one tractor and one roller. 
^ The county at the present time has 
seven federal trucks operating in var* 
iouB townahipa and with this additional 
equipment which it is felt will be given 
to Lake county, it will mean that there 
will be a truck in every township. 

According to state highway men the 
application made by Lake county ofiic- 
jals for the trucks, tractors, etc., will 
be taken under advisement and the 
county will be niitified in due course of 
time. The feeling ia. that because Lake 
county has such a large road program 
under way that the apportionment of 
trucks to this county will be authorized 
by the state commission. 

Anotherthing which the Lake county 
officials took up with the state highway 
men was to get them busy on the mat- 
ter of designating-connecting routes for 
tho new state roads which are to be 
built through Lake county with the 
money secured by the million dollar 
bond isaue authorized by the voters last 
year. The money cannot be used for 
this work until the state commissioner 
designates the route to be followed for 
state aid roads. 

The State Highway department re- 
cently hadseveral men going oyer Lake 
county, laying out tentative routes for 
the proposed stole aid roads which the 
county is golrg to build with the million 
dollar bond issue. * 

After these preliminary sketches are 
made the state deportment will call 
special hearings in several parts of the 
county at whicH time residents of the 
different nections may appear before 
the committee and express themselves 
relative to the merits or demerits of 
each route suggested by the state high- 
way men. 

Alter those hearings are held the 
state department will definitely name 
c the state aid routes and thereupon the 
road officers of Lake county can proceed 
with their plans in calling for bids and 
getting well under way this^veor. .

L, JG. Paddock Passed Away 
on Wednesday Feb. 12 

The Leesburg Commercial in its issue 
of Friday, Feb. 11, contains the follow- 
ing writeup of the death of Mr. Lyman 
G. Paddock, 

"L. G. Paddock, one of the prominent 
factors in building up that portion of 
Leesburg near the Lake Harris canal, 
passed away yesterday morning at the 
Ocola hoapitfal where he was taken on 
February 1> for an operation. The 
body was brought home yesterdoy af- 
ternoon and placed instate in the chapel 
of thd Leesburg Hardware and Supply 
undertaking department. 

Funeral services will be held tomor- 
row morning but will be private. In- 
terment will be in Lone Oak." 

The deceased was ' a former well 
known resident of this village who for 
a number of years 6\yned a home on 
Orchard street and was employed in 
the State bank. Mr. Paddock was the 
only son of Mr. and Mrs. Geo. Paddock 
and was born in Antioch about sixty 
years ago. although he had resided in 
other localities at various times he 
would eventually return to this locality 
after each departure.' At one time he 
was the proprietor of the summer re- 
sort now owned by Joa. Fallbacher, and 
under his management what was then 
known as the Lyman house grew into 
marked favor with the resorters and 
always enjoyed a large degree of popu- 
larity. During the last few years that 
he lives in Antioch he spent each win- 
ter in the south' and about five years 
ago the family moved to Leesburg to 
make their permanent home. 

A little over eight weeks ago he was 
confined to his bed by illness and as he 
continued to fail he was token to the 
hospital where his death occurred ten 
days later. 

He is survived by his wife whose 
maiden name was Anna Selmire, and 
three children Walter., Carl and Helen, 
also his mother Mrs. Geo. Paddock and 
one sister Mrs. Charles VanPatten be- 
sides a number of other relatives in 
this locality. 

A pathetic feature oE the death and 
burial of Mr. Paddock is the fact that 
his eldest son Walter was on Monday, 
Feb. 7, united' in marriage to Miss 
Maty Martha Mead of Jefferson, Ohio, 
in that city and the young couple left 
at once for New York from which 
place they proceeded by boat to Florida 
to visit his parents. His father's 
death occurred two days later and he 
could not be located.- Mr. Paddock 
was buried on the 12th and it was not 
until his arrival on the 14th that Walter 
learned of his father's death.

^ Buys Troy Plan 

Carrying out its policy of eliminating 
the middleman, the Co-operative Socie- 
ty of America, through its trustees, 
have purchased the holdings of the Rico 
Milk Products company of East Troy, 
Wis. 

This plant which, is constructed of 
cement and concrete throughout is 
equipped with the most modern mach- 
inery for canned rnilk, powdered milk 
and butter production and is valued at 
$240,000. Experts who have examined 
this plant have declared it to be the 
most modern and best equipped milk 
products plant in the United State*. 

At the present time there are three 
hundred and fifty producers making 
daily deliveries at this plant. These 
deliveries amount to approximately 
eighty thousand pounds of milk each 
day and the company pays out between 
forty and sixty thousand dollars each 
month for milk. They have a capacity 
of thirty-five thousand pounds of butter 
daily and are turning'out around twelve 
thousand pounds daily. At present the 
two greatest products of this plant are 
super cream and Troy brand condensed 
milk. These will be placed on sale in 
the Co-Operative stores, direct from 
the manufacturer to the consumer. 

This company has also purchased 
the lease and building of the Peoples 
Life Insurance company, located at the 
corner of Wells and Randolph streets 
(n Chicago. At the same time that 
they became owners of the building, 
the trustees secured control of the 
Peoples Life Insurance company hav- 
ing assets of $800,000, 13,000 policy 
holders and insurance of $5,000,000 in 
fore;. On the day that, the purchase of 
this company was announced, members 
of the Co.Operative society applied for 
msurance policies totaling $1,000,000.

Lake county autoiats who have had 
occasion to travel the road between 
Waukegan and Kenosha will hale with 
joy the announcement that, that miser- 
able little stretch of highway near Zicn 
is about to be improved. ' 

Overseer Voliva has told 'the state 
Highway Commissioner, that he and 
his ofHcers have come to the conclusicn 
that they will cooperate with the state. 
The present' plan is for the state ard 
t^e federal government to contribute 
$2,5(U) toward the cor^struction of a half 
mile of road, on either side of the busi- 
ness district of Zion. In the total It 
takes a mile and half to run through 
Zion and the present plan is for the 
state and federal government to build 
a half mile stretch at each end 'of the 
present unfinished site. 

If this is done Overseer Voliva hos 
agreed to maintain the center half mile 
as a good, hard road, properly oiled at 
all times, but until Zion is financially 
in shape it will not *be made a concrete 
stretch the same as the portions north 
and bouth of It. 

It was about a year ago that a move- 
ment was started to raise $L500 to car- 
ry out a project along this line, but 
just at that time Voliva said "nothing 
doing," the matter was dropped and 
the many travelers that passed that 
way continued to "bump the bumps" 
and think most uncomplimentiary

was a- much-quoted 
statesninn In the long 
debutes In the senate 
of the last congress on 
the League of Nations. 
Tho Inllueuce of his life, 
nets and utterances Is 
Increasing with our 
better undet"atandlng of 
tlie character of the "Fatlier'of His 
Country." 

And It is a better understanding. 
For the earlier literature and history 
relative to him tlirew abqut our mili- 
tary hero of the Revolution and our 
flret President such an atmosphere of 
satntllness and perfection that ho 
hardly seemed a human being. There 
was a gasp of astonishment when 
glimpses of the real George Washing- 
ton began to appear. Nobody's feel- 
ings were hurt. -The American likes 
his national heroes red-blooded. The 
public was sooa asking for more of 
tlio same, thank you. It got more. 
And when at last It became evident 
that George Washington had the mak- 
ings of "a regular felIow,"'lf all tlie 
truth, were known, tho American peo- 
ple were simply tickled to death "and 
tho hero of the cherry-tree fable forth- 
with took his rightful place In the 
great American heart 

Now we know n lot about tho real 
George Washington, and every, now 
nnd tlien «ometlilng new seesdayllght. 
There Is now no danger that tho awe- 
fiomo mantle of superhuman perfec- 
tion will, ever again be thrown over 
him. The Americans of the future 
can know tho real man. 

And this Is the added Joy of revela- 
tion. The disclosure of the man's 
real nature but adds to his greatness. 
With each disclosure the marvel of 
tho greatness of tho man gro>vs. That 
he could be so human nnd so grcdt 
adds to his country's pride la him. 

Thqre Is an old saying llmt no man 
Is a hero to his valet. It Is one of 
those self-evident truths that we ac- 
cept Instinctively. Yet It Is a safo 
wager that tlio written words of To- 
■bias Lear are true. After Washlng- 
'ton's scrvlco as President and his re- 
turn to Mount Vernon, his corre- 
spondence became so burdensome that 
rhe employed Tobias Lear, a native, of 
iNew Hampshire and a- graduate of 
iHarvard, as hla . secretary. 
. "George "Washington Is, I believe," 
jLenr wrote after two years at aiount 
IVemon, "almost the only man of ex- 
.alted character who does not lose some 
lof his respectability by an Intimate 
lacqualntance, I have never found a 
(Slnglo tiling that could lessen my re- 
spect for him. A complete knowledge 
of his honesty, uprightness and can- 
dor In all his privato transactions has 
sometimes led mo to tlilnk htm more 
tlmn a man." 

Uncounted Americans Imvo hugged 
.themselves for sheer Joy upon reading 
.that General "Washington got so cx- 
'clted over the disgraceful retreat of 
Gen. Charles-Leo at tlie beginning of 
the battle of Monmouth (177S) that 
he cursed Loo to his face till "the 
leaves curled upon tho trees," and then 
rode his beloved whito horse to death 
In averting disaster. George wag tlie 
original Sheridan at Winchester tlmt 
day. That George Washington could 
see red and swear so completely that 
the army was satlsllcd Is pretty good 
BtulT In most parts' of the U. S. A. 

The truth la that George wos con- 
siderable of a fighter, nnd It's a good 
guess that he wasn't exactly unhappy 
during tlio scrap. He gol his prelim- 
inary education fighting Indians— and 
this old world never saw a better nat-

"No nation has ever yet sudered, In 
treaty, by preparing, oven In tho hour 
oe nogotlntlon, most vigorously for the 
Held.". 

Here's Theodore Roosevelt's "Speak. 
softly and carry a big stick." 

The old Idea of George Washington 
used to be that he hndn't a glimmer 
of humor in his makeup. Don't you 
think It I In the Virginia collection Is 
a letter from George to his brotlier 
John, written from Fort Cumberland, 
after Braddock's defeat, In which he 
says : 

"Dear Brother: As I have heard, 
since my arrival at this place, of a 
circumstantial account of ray death 
and. dying speech, I take this early op- 
portunity of contradicting the llrst, and 
assuring you that. I have not as yot 
composed tho latter." 

Here's Mark Twain's famous tele- 
gram: "The report of my death Is 
greatly exaggerated," 

When Thomas JofTerson was gov- 
ernor of Virginia "Washington wrote 
to' him In high-flown verbiage, teem- 
ing with apologies and' references to 
"your excellencies desires," beseech- 
ing the Immediate shipment of llour 
and clothing for the soldiery, or the 
money witli which to procure tho 
same. Accompanying this oillclnl doc- 
ument, however, there was a personal 
note which began : "My Dear Thomas." 
In It Washington suggested that .Tef- 
ferson send "a quantity of liquor" to 
hini. "The men are deserting by hun- 
dreds," he added. Then, Jestingly: "If 
something. Is not done In this direc- 
tion forthwith I myself shall be tempt- 
ed to desert, also." 

Washington, as an ardent lover Is 
something now, again. This side of 
the man Is not In evidence In the mid- 
dle-aged husband of Martha Washing- 
ton (the widow Custis). Yet they 
tell In Williamsburg that George of- 
fered his hnnd wlicn he was a young 
sun-eyor to Mary Carj*— and was 
turned down cold by the proud beauty. 
Later, when the brilllnnt young ofllcer 
came hack riding at the head of his 
men. Mary swooned away. 

Then there was JIary Phllllpse, an 
exquisite dnmsel of Fairfax county, 
whom he wooed nmst vigorously. 

In the Virginia collection aro two 



letters by AVashlngton which speak 
plainly of two other love affairs., One, 
written In 1749. to "Dear Friend 
Robin," speaks of lils "passion for 
your Lowland Beauty." Both friend 
and sweetheart arc unknown. j, 

Another letter, written In 1702 to 
Wllllnm Fauntleroy of Virginia says: 

"Sir: — 'I should have been down long 
before this, but my business in Fred- 
erick detained me somewhat longer 
than I expected, and Immediately upon 
my return from llience I was taken 
with a violent pleurlse which has. re- 
duced me very low; but pui-pose, as 
soon as I recover my strength, to wait 
on Miss Betsy, In hopes of a revoca- 
tion of the former crunl sentence, and 
see If i cannot win any alteration In 
my favor. I have enclosed u letter 
to her." 

GoorgG Washington was tho John 
D. Bockefeller of his day — so far as 
wealth goes. John D, once said he 
would rather lose a thousand dollars 
than be cheated out of a nickel. Well, 
George evidently felt the same way; 
nt least his letters so Indicate. Tet 
he accepted^ no pny as a soldier, and 
spent $72,000 (at least) of his own 
money. He was generous as he was 
keen to get what was his. Ho de- 
lighted In a good bargain. As for efll- 
clency, It was his middle name. There 
nc\'er was a better farmer and busi- 
ness man, nnd Mount Vernon was a 
model plantation. 

George Washington proved himself 
a regular fellow la these ways, among 
others : 

Ho played cards, and ordered a 
dozen packs at a time; one of his ac- 
counts contains the Item : "Lost at 
cards, 8 shillings." 

Ho drank wine, beer, rum and 
brandy — nlways In moderation. , 

He loved horses, and Imported fine 
stock. ' 

He was fond of fox hunting; his 
pack of fox hounds was famous; he 
woro the latest and best In hunting 
clothes. 

Ho loved to flsh, to shoot ducks and 
to hunt deer. 

He wore good clothes, and Insisted 
upon having them to his liking In 
every detail. ' 

In short, the real George Washing- 
ton was not the mythical 'Waslilngton 
who has been foisted on the American 
school boy of past generations. The 
man*el Is that so human an American 
was cr\-er so mummlfled In a land like 
America, They couldn't do It to 
George when ho was alive. And It will 
never happen again.

Its agricultural Imple- 
ment Industry has revised the eco- 
nomic status of more than half of 
tlie inhabitants of the earth. Its 
sleeping-car Industry 1ms entirely re- 
vised the gcograpliy of tmveli bring- 
ing hundreds of places separated by 
mountain and plain close to each 
otlier.

The Sereth river divides Moldavia 
into eastern and western sections, 
ilowlng tlie entire length of the prln- 
diiallty along the footlillls of tlio 
Carpathian mountains. Easteni Mol- 
davia, composed mainly of the high 
plateau lying between the Bruth and 
the Sereth, Is approximately 275 miles 
long and has an average width of 
about 50 miles. Western jlloldavla 
Is entirely mountainous, tlie crest of 
the Carpathians forming the boundary 
between It and . Austria-Hungary. 

The history of the principality of 
Moldavia Is "of striking Interest. It 
was founded about- the middle of the 
fourteenth century by Uie W'allach 
Volvode Bogden. It soon grew to be 
li large state, embruelug the present 
Moldavia, Bukowlna, and Besfearabiii. 
rolaiid and Hungary were both rivals 
for favor at the J\Ioldavian court, with 
neither able permanently to assert Us 
overlordship, Stephen the Great ruled 
Moldavia from 1457 to 1501, and de- 
lled the Turks, winning a signal vic- 
tory over them at Kakova In 1475. 
Gradually growing stronger, Jiowever, 
the^ Moslems succeeded again, under 
Stephen the Great's successor. In es- 
tablishing their mastery. 

Although the Turks never settled 
die country, they jiroceeded to build 
fortresses, and thus managed to hold 
their ground. 

Up to 1S21 tjie countrj' was gov- 
erned by hbspodn'rs a'ppolnted by tiie 
sultan from the families of Greek oris-

CONQUERING BUBONIC 

PLAGUE IN THE 
^ J'HIU^INES ^^^..^ 

Discovery lust suiiriiicr ot u num- 
ber of lt»olutefI_ ciiseg tjt 'the bubonic 
plague hi ilTe Unfted States lends lu- 
terest to the following communlcntlou 
to Uie Xationul Geographic society, 
describing, how the dl-^ea^xe Was cou- 
ipiercd .by American hieulcal author- 
ities In the IMiMlOplneb'. 

,"Tlic United Stales drove the .bu- 
bonic iihigue out of the 'I'lillipplnes 
as completely as it swf-pt the yel- 
low fever cut of Cnha. 

"Uubonle plague was discovered at 
.^lunlla iJecemher 'JG, 1S9:», and slowly 
hut steaillly Increased up to Decem- 
ber, 19UI. Tile deaths In IIHX) num- 
bered VJ'J, and In IIIOI reached a 
total of 4112. The disease was at Its 
worst each year during the hot, dry 
moir.hs uf .March, April, and JIa.v, 
nearly or quite di.s-.ii»p(.:irhig during 
.Sepu'ml)er, October. November, and 
December. It will be noted that the 
number of cas"s In TlKil L'xcet'ded that 
In ]!"Jii by liUO, while ihe numiier of 
(!(?!iibs was alMjtit two ami a half 
limes as ureat, and tlie perrenlarc 
of mortality among pL-rshns attnckei! 
increased from To.-l in 1000,, to 9^7 
In 11)01. 

"(Ml accoTtnt of the Ihiportant part 
v.hlfh house 'I'atS' are known to play 
in ihe distribution <if Imbonlc p!a;;i:e. 
a systiMaallc campaign was iimu'gu- 
rated atrainst these roUentj) In Manila. 
l'(plleeau;ji, sanitary Inspectors, and 
specially npiaiinted rat-catchers were 
furnished with traps and poi'-on. ami 
lioth trails and j)olsoii ^were tllstrilmt- 
ed to private Individuals undt»r proper 
restricllons. A bounty was paid for 
all nils turned over to the health au- 
tlioi'UIeM. and stations wevo.. estab- 
lished at convenient iioinls through- 
out the city where they could be re- 
ceived. Kiich rat was tagged with 
the street and number of the build- 
ing or lot from which It came.' was 
dropped Into a strong antiseptic so- 
lution, and eventually sent to the bio- 
logical laboratory, where It wa.s sub- 
jected to a bacteriological examina- 
tion for plague. 

"HuIldlnKs ' In which plague mts 
were taken were treated exactly as 
were those where the disease at- 
tacked tho human occupants. The 
bacteriological examination of mts en- 
abled the board of health to follow the 
pest into its most secret haunts imd 
lUrbt it there, and was the most Im- 
portant factor In the winning of the 
great success which was ultimately 
achieved. 

"W'llb very few exceptions, there 
was no recurrence of plague In build- 
ings which, had been disinfected and 
renovated. As center after center of 
infection was found and destroj-ed thl' 
percentage of dlseasetl rats begun to 
decrease, and In January. 11102, when. 
Judging from the history of previous , 
years, plague .^hmild have- begun to ■ 
spread among human behigs, there 
was not a single cuao. In February, • 
one case occurred. In :\Iorch, there 
were two cases, as iagnlnst (W hi 
March of the preceding year, and be- 
fore April, the distn.v had "coniplet*- 
\y 'Jh.uppeared."

EfTorts are being made to reach the 
big egg shippers In dllterent parts of 
the country, bringing home to them 
the needless loss^ln eggs, aVl trying 
to get them to comply with rules of 
packing and shipping which will avert 
unnecessary losses both to themselves 
and the express company. Another 
campaign among handler.s, including 
iiU compnhy emplnyoes. Is also* under 
way. Agricultural colleges and state 
Institutions arc co-operating. In an ef- 
fort to bring forcibly before the pub- 
lic the fact t'lmt there Is a tremendous 
and constant loss in egg.s, much of It 
needless. The express company is nd- 
Viirtls'insfcroadCflt^t. the fact that It 
will welcomesuggestlons for the-l'acli' 
Ing uuil .'^hipping of eggs. It Wants 
new ideas for containers, already pat- 
ented or otherwise, all of which Ideas 
will be sifted and tried out. 

Seek Perfect Container. 

Pending the dlseovery of the per- 
fect egg container, eggs shlppftl In 
thQ cfi"^ gow In general use, the 
Klaiuhird HO-dozen uTfalr familiar to 
every otic, would stand abetter chance 
if shippers would not ncgleet t*o In- 
sert the e2:celKlor-filled pads which- 
are supposed to he used.

Naval Wonder of SpanisI; War 
Days Becomes Only a Plod- 
ding Craneshlp. 

Launched amid the Spanish war stir 
of ISOS, the old battleship Keorsnrge, 
then expected to revolutionize naval 
warfare, has passed out of ihe lighting 
line of the navy Nj-lth'out ever liavlng 
fired d giiii In iingcr. 

The big ship, a giant of her own day, 
was thrust aside long ago as a na%'nl 
"freak." Memories that lurked In h'er 
historic name, iirqud InniBlnlngs of her 
future that filled the press at her 
launching, could not save her. She Is 
to becoihe "Naval Craneshlp No. 1," a 
peaceful, plodding handmaiden 'to the 
fighting craft of today and tomorrow. 
Beside them she will he uliiiost a pig- 
ray ship. 

. -At League Island navy yard the old 
shlp^f the line Is being stripped of 
war gear and military ""trappings. Ouns 
that have fought only mimic battles 
are going (o the scrap heop. The groat 
superimposed turrets tliut housed them 
—a new word In naval arcltltecture 
when Instidled— are being torn out. 
Cage musts must go by the boanl. Stieel 
walls of the conning tower will disap- 
pear. Much of the side armor will be 
stripped itway, and, only'the hull and 
engines will be left. 

On this base will rise a monster elec- 
tric crane capable of lifting 2r)0 tons. 
,To supiiort it the ship's sides are to be 
bulged to a beam of i>2 feet auddsblps, 
as eomijared to the 72 feet of her fij-'Iil- 
Ing days. Tho lifting machine will be 
used to hoist aboard modern battle- 
ship sections of the Mirce-gun turrets 
for 10-lneh rifles, which weigh liOO tons, 
and the great rhles themselves.

Washington, Feb, 10.— Fedorul Judge 
K. M. Liindls of Clilcugo was attacked 
in the liouse by lleprescntalivo Welty 
n£ Ohio, who In Impeaching the Jurist' 



■charged "high crhucs and nilydemcun- 
ors" In the acceptimce of tiio position 
of arbiter of oryunlzcd baseball uc a 
salary of §42.5(X} a year. 

Should the house decide to adopt n 
resolution for Inipeaehnieut, a trial be- 
fore the house bar will be held and a 
judgment will he rendered. Mr. Welty 
did not introduce a resolution for Im- 
peachment, as is the custom, but arose 
on a "(luuslion of high personal privi- 
lege" and aunouuced that ho Im- 
peuchod the judge. 

Without debate, the Welty charges 
were referred to the Judiciary coniinli- 
tee for Investigation. There were 
a few scattering "nues." 

Mr. Welty said he would contlne him- 
self to the question of .ludge Landls" 
serving as supreme arbiter of baseball 
while lioldhig a federal odlce. 

Senator Dial announced that besides 
seeking tu have liiipoiichnient proceed- 
ings brought against Federal Jialge 
Landis in ilie luaise he' would prefer 
charges uJiulnsl hlni with the depart- 
ment of Justice. 

There is little likelihood of action 
by the Judiciary committee on the Wel- 
ty charges- ngalast Judge Landls al 
this session of 'cougre^jS, Clmlruum 
Volstead said. "The fact that Mr. 
Welty retires March 4 diK'S not alTcct 
the status of the proceedings, nor does 
the case necessarily end with ndjouni- 
nient of congress," Mr. Vtd.stead added. 
**Xo arrangement has been wade for a 
meeting of the committee, but we 
])robably will hear Mr. Welty shortly, 
and if the commltteo believes there Is 
suillcient ground to go ahead, It will 
be necessary to adojit a resolution pro- 
viding therefor." 

Senator Dial, resuming his attack 
on Judge Landls in the senate, called 
the judge a "freak" and a "crank" and 
said Judge Landls' attad; on the sen- 
ator ■with reference to his connection 
Willi banks and .Southern cotton ndlls 
was' "demagogic." . 

"If Judge Landls' views, as sliowa 
in his parole of this boy who embez- 
zled .'f'JU.OOU from a banli, were known 
to ilio SL-aate, he would never have 
been cunllrnicd by this body," said 
Senator Dial. "1 conceive his ptirnle 
of tJds boy under the circumstances to 
be revolutionary, and an Ohio Court 
of Appeals has decided that sentences 
suspeiuled In this way are illegal. 

"Judge Landls affords the spectacle 
of a federal Judge who Is also the 
chief arbiter of baseball at $-41^.000. 
The attorney general says there Is 
nothing illegal la a judge ejigaging In 
business, but it was never expected 
h(?'W()uId do so. There arc 1,230 cases 
on the docket In Judge LaudLs' court, 
which it would take Idai two years to 
hear, and It is the business of a Judge 
to stay in tlie courthouse and attend 
to his business. It brings his court 
into disrepute. I have no criticism of 
baseball, although I know very Uttlu 
about it. I suppose It is innocent 
enough and that it Is all right to en- 
gage in It with moderation. 

"Ills rejdy to me shows he is not lit 
to sit on the bencli. I will not lower 
the dignity of tlds body to rei)ly to 
this 'freak* and 'crank' as he replied 
to me." 

Chicago, Feb. 10. — Judge Landls, no- 
IUUmI unollicially that, impeachment 
proceedings directed against him by 
Senator Dial of South Carolina prob- 
ably wfiidd be started in the Heiuile, re- 
pented his defiance of the man who 
has declared liim to be "unwortliy of 
Uu- erndne." 

"It isn't .my judicial character Unit 
has caused this attack," declared the 
Judge. "Tiie basis for tlie Impeach- 
ment • movement was my plain state- 
ment concnrning the resiionslblllty of 
employers and the (lUL'stlon of fair 
wages, 

"As for this Impt-'fichnieat talk— It's 
pish-posh." 



UNION HEAD CHARGES PLOT 



B. M. Jewell Says Executives Seek to 

Destroy Labor Organization and 

Re-Establlsh "Financial Au- 

tocracy" Over Roads. 

Chicago, Feb. 12. — Labor won n vic- 
tory by a decision of the United States 
railway wage board. The nppUca- 
tloa made January 31 by W. W. At- 
terbury on behalf of the railway ex- 
ecutives a: "ling tJio abolition of the 
national agreements and tlie taking 
away of the fixed rate of wages of 
railway employees, was denied by the 
board. ;- 

The board, Incidentally, refused the 
establlshmout of a new basic rate for 
unskilled labor, predicated on local 
conditions. ' 

Tlie board, meeting in the federal 
building, held that It was without jti- 
risdlctlon over questions Involving the 
llnanciat condillons of Uie railroads 
and unqualified to consider a petition 
arising from and based on alleged

Commission of Seven Appointed In Ef- 
fort to Save Principal Indus- 
try of Republic 

Hnvann. l^ob, 14.— Control of the 
sale nnd shipment of Cuba's 1020-21 
sugar crop has been placed In tho 
hands of a governmontul organization 
known as the sugar finance commis- 
sion. This commission, appointed by 
President Menocal, consists of seven 
mendters. and will formulate rules nnd 
regulations governing tho whole opera- 
tion of mnrkcllug the sugar crop of. 
the Island. Members of tho body will 
receive no compensation. 

The decree appointing the commis- 
sion, which was published In the Ofll- 
clal Gazette, directs sugar buyers or 
sellers to file, before February 20. 
sworn E»atemcnts covering all sales 
contracts made with firms In foreign 
countries. 

All details of these contracts must 
be given, and. In addition, the agree- 
ments must stipulate that tlie product 
they cover. Is to be rellued or used by 
the buyer, nnd not sold or oltored for 
sale as crude sugar. Infractloas of 
rules laid down will result In the com- 
mission refusing to Issue penults for 
further shipments by ofilending Indi- 
viduals. 

I'rovisions of the decree were cx- 
pialnod here last night by It. li. Haw- 
ley,, pix^sident of the American Sugar 
company, and one of tho meadjers of 
the comndsslon. -After pointing out 
the serious economic conditions pre- 
vailing In Cid)n, which, lie said, were 
largely due to tho '•artificial depression 
of sugar," Mr. Ilawioy declared that 
the Cuban government had adopted tho 
plan of creating a commission "to save 
the KUgnr Industry of the Island." 

"The Cuban govennnent," he con- 
tinued, *'Keeks not only to defend Its 
own Industry but also to defend the 
American consumer against abnormal 
conditions. By the method adopted tho 
government undertakes to normalize 
and stabilize the price at which Cuban 
sugar may be delivered In the United 
States nnd father countries depending 
upon Cuba for their supplies of su^ar. 
It is not the purpose to hold or hoard 
the product, but at all times to offer It 
freely wherever it Is needed at tho 
lowest prevailing prices.

Mexican federals. 

His story of soldiering as an ofilcer 
In an American troop fighting for Ma- 
dero nnd. later under Villa, Ids final 
capture and years of Imprisonment In 
tlie Chlhuaiiua salt mines, and lastly 
his oscax)e from the mlno la the uni- 
form, he had taken from a drunken 
guard and Ids long Journey on foo^ 
to the American border, are Just a 
few of Miignlre's tbrllllnp experiences. 

Young and adventiirous, Mnguiro 
Joined a troop of Americans who were 
figliting under JIadero. With two fel- 
low ofllcers lie was captured by a 
group of Iluerta' olllcer.s, and , taken 
before the American half-breed.

41f ASHINGKTON.— At the. request of 
■f the committee on military affairs 
Senator Wadsworth of Now York re- 
cently got before the senate BUI 8224. 
which Is in part:. 

"Bo It enacted, etc., That In the 
army of tlie ynlted States* the grade 
of lieutenant general la hereby re- 
vived, and the President Is hereby au- 
tliorizcd. In his discretion and by and 
with tho advice nnd consent of the 
Benato, to appoint to said grade one 
general oflicer, who, within the United 
States, prior to the close of the recent 
war, rendered especially distinguished 
service, and two general ofilcors, who, 
prior to ;Uie. close of hostilities, espe- 
cially dlstlngnishod themselves in com- 
mand of field armies In the American 
expeditionary forces," etc. 

Senator AVadsworth said In part: 
"The terras confine tlie recognition to 
two generals, General Liggett nnd Gen- 



eral Bullard. General Liggett com- 
manded the First army, and General 
Bullard the Second. General Liggett 
must be retired on account of age on 
Marcli 21 nqxt. General Bullard lias 
three more years to serve upon the 
active list before retirement ' The 
committee very sincerely bcUoves that 
tlie bill should pass, but Is especially 
concerned over the status of General 
Liggett If congress does not take any 
action with respect to him at tills ses- 
sion he will be retired In the grade of 
major general, which he now occupies. 
It Is accurate to say tliat General Lig- 
gett Is the only general officer of tlie 
army who, after tlio war Is over, finds 
himself In the same grade which ho 
occupied before the war started. Gen- 
eral Liggett had under his command 
approximately a mlUlori men. Next 
to General Pershing' himself, ho car- 
ried tlie greatest responsibility of any 
oflicer of the American expeditionary 
forces 'In tlie management of combat 
troops In the. field In the face of the 
enemy." 

During debate It came out that Gen- 
eral March was tlie tliird general of- 
ficer Intended to be promoted. Sena- 
tors objected to Immediate action, and 
to an amendment singling out Gen- 
eral Liggett Presently tlie whole mat- 
ter of promotions of all grades of ofil- 
cors was under discussion. The result 
was that no action was taken at all.

Water Power and the National Parks 




DEBATE in the house over tho 
Iloosevelt-Senuola N^tlonol parlc 
bin brought to the surface the fight 
between the water-power Interests and 
defenders of the national parks. TJils 
bill provides for the enlargement of 
Sequoia and the change* of name' to 
Itoospvolt The water-power Interests 
are desirous of getting wfi'ter-power 
permits on -waters llowlng west out 
of the proposed addition, as the p*jwer 
can bo easily delivered to racIHc coast 
cities. Under the new water-power 
act the" water-power commission may 
grant permits In nil public lands. In- 
cluding national parks. A bill to 
amend this act by excluding the na- 
tional parks has been Introduced. 
The Roosevelt- Sequoia bill came up 



on the unanimous, consent calendar 
and Smith of Idaho, who Is champion- 
ing the bill which grants an Irrigation 
reservoir site In Yellowstone National 
park, promptly objected to Its con- 
sideration. Ho-wlthheld his objection 
while Elston of California set forth 
various changes that he was ready to 
make to meet objections and added: 

"I would further state that, In re- 
gard even to'Uio use of the waters In 
this additional area, that subject Is 
covered by tho water-power act, and 
all those waters are now available for 
use under tho admlnlstratloh of tho 
water-power commission. I hope that 
tills statement will satisfy tlie gentle- 
man that all his basic objtjctlons to 
this bin have been met Unless he Is 
opposed to the general proposition of 
adding :a new wonderland of alplno 
.scenery 'to ah existing park ho should 
permit 'this bill to be considered nt 
this time." 

After some debate Smith of Idaho 
said : "On general principles I am op- 
posed to tying up In a national park 
any public lands which might be used 
for the conservation of water for irri- 
gation purposes or might be used for 
the development of water power; and 
I Uierefore object" 



A Federal Library Information Service 



THERE Is a bill pending In con- 
gress to provide for a library In- 
formation service In the bureau of 
education; Senator McLean of Con- 
necticut spoke In favor of the bill tlie 
other day and said, among other 
things : 

"The bill proposes to make avall- 
fiblo to tho federal governineht the 
services of tho libraries of the United 
States ns centers for tho dissemina- 
tion of information prepared by the 
government for the people. The li- 
braries are especially fitted to place 
government printed matter before tho 
people, because they are supported by 
tho. taxes of tho people for the benefit 
of the people, nnd are nonpartisan In 
their attitude. 

"If the education of the American 
people with regard to the functions 
and actions of their govonimont Is an 
economy measure, this bill is one of 
the most* economic measures ever re- 
ported Iiy congressional conimltteos. 
Even li; It must be considered: purely 
from a doHars*and-cents* point of 
view, It will stand the test. Sena- 
tor Sflioot recently aald: Tt would bo 




more accurate to estimate tho ■waste 
In government publications to be near; 
ly a million dollars a year.' If for 
5^8.700, the cost of the service, whldi 
is about one fifty-fourth of a million, 
even one-tenth of the material could 
be salvaged, the new'ofllce would have 
justified Itself as an economy measure. 
"The American people support ex- 
pensive research sections In practical- 
ly, every department of Uhe govern- 
ment, It Is their right to'liavo access 
to the results of this work which ap- 
poarln printed form. It Is, therefofe, 
not ruthle-ss elimination of valuable 
publications that Is rcqured, but edu- 
cational advertising and Intelllgeut 
Dlaclnc of this printed matter." -

Virtually all of the business men 
also used elaborately decorated bill- 
heads, generally copper plate engrav- 
ings. The custom was copied from 
Kngland, although the Philadelphia 
printers often struck an original stylo.
